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HIGH SCHOOL MASS 
MEETING DRAWS 

LARGE ATTENDANCE 

County Superintendent of Schools Cloud 
Explains Method of Forming a 
High School District. 


FIRE CHIEF OF PROCEEDINGS OF 
SAN JOSE KILLED THE CITY BOARD 


The high school mass meeting 
held last Saturday night at Metro¬ 
politan Hall, under the auspices 
of the local board of school trus¬ 
tees—J. H. Kelley, Chas. Robin¬ 
son and W. O. Schneider—was 
largely attended. 

J. H. Kelley, president of the 
school board, called the meeting to 
order and acted as chairman dur¬ 
ing the evening. He said the meet¬ 
ing had been called in order to give 
citizens an opportunity of discuss¬ 
ing the advisability of having a 
bpnd issue to, raise money suffi¬ 
cient to complete the grammar 
school building on Grand avenue 
so that it can be used for high 
school purposes,and to otherschool 
needs necessary. 

County Superintendent of Schools 
Roy Cloud was introduced as the 
first speaker. He favored the idea 
of completing the grammar school 
building and the plan of establish¬ 
ing a high school district in this 
vicinity. He explained fully the 
method of securing a high school 
district. If a city high school dis¬ 
trict were formed, the present 
board of school trustees could act, 
but if a uniou district were estab¬ 
lished, representatives from each 
locality forming tin* district would 
control. It would help South San ; 
Francisco to have a high school 
here. The transportation facilities 
for bringing outside scholars here 
are good. 

Judge E. E. Cunningham fol¬ 
lowed. He said the people are al¬ 
ways willing to tax themselves for 
school purposes. If a union high 
school district is formed, this city 
is the proper place for tire school. 
More land should be purchased 
now for playground purposes. The 
playground is a vital matter in the 
education of children. He thought 
lots adjoining the present school 
property could be purchased cheap. 

A. Hynding favored having a 
high school here. He knew what 
a high school had done for Red- 
woodL City. The conditions are fa¬ 
vorable for a union high school 
here. The Jefferson and San Bru- 
no school districts are now erect- 
ingjgrammar school buildings and 
are not in position to build a high j 
school. Many of our children are 
now attending high school in San 
Francisco and San Mateo. It is, 
important to have a high school 
here, not only from an educational! 
’standpoint, but business as well.

; favor of establishing a high school 
here. There would be very little 
additional expense. 

Geo. E. Rritton, principal of 
the local grammar schools, said 
the movement had started very 
auspiciously. There are at present 
about 3*25 pupils attending the 
grammar grades in this city, and 
an increase in the primary grades. 
There arc graduates of our gram¬ 
mar school who would attend a 
high school if it were located here. 
The school grounds should also be 
improved. We must look to future 
needs. Playgrounds are the life of 
schools. The grammar school 
building should be liuished iir a 
first class manner. 

P. L. Kauffman u opposed the 
idea of having a bond issue. He 
favored a special tax levy. 

Tlios. L. Hickey said, “We 
have have met to dicuss one of the 
most important movements. We 
should have a high school, even if 
we have to pay for it ourselves. 
All our citizens will vote for it. 
There will be no objection to it.” 

F. A. Cunningham said the 
school board should map out what 
is needed, what to build, etc. It is 
important that we should start 
right. ][<3 favored a local high 
| school. A bond issue will surely 
carry. We must improve. 

Judge A. McSweeney heartily 
endorsed the plan of establishing 
a high school in this city. 

E. I. Woodman suggested that 
the grammar school building be 
completed as soon as possible, and 
then establish a high school in the 
upper part of the building. Mr. 
Britton, the present grammar 
school principal, could be promot¬ 
ed to the higher position, and the 
scholars who are at present attend 
ing high school elsewhere could 
attend here. The proposition of 
purchasing more land for play¬ 
ground purposes is a good one and 
should prevail. Finish the pre¬ 
sent building and then go into the 
! proposition of instituting a union 
high school district by taking in 
outside localities. 

Upon motion of Thos. L. Hickey, 
seconded by J. C. Eikerenkotter, 
j the following named citizens were 
appointed as a committeeby Chair¬ 
man Kelley to visit Jefferson, San 
j Bruno and Yisitac ion school dis¬ 
tricts and invite those districts to 
join South San Francisco in a 
movement to establish a union 
high school district: A. Hynding, 

| Thos. L. Hickey, E. W. / Langen- 
i bach, E. I. Woodman and F. A. 

! Cunningham. 

The meeting then adjourned.

After an illness of 
six days with pneu¬ 
monia, Vice - Presi 
dent Elias Fernan¬ 
dez Albano, who had been acting Pres¬ 
ident of the republic of Chile since the 
death of President Pedro Montt at 
Bremen, Germany, August 16th, died 
Tuesday at Santiago. 

Captain Martin S. Gonzales died 
Monday at the White Hospital in Sac¬ 
ramento, where he underwent a surg¬ 
ical operation. He was the oldest 
6teamboat captain on the Sacramento 
river and knew better than any one 
else the Sacramento between San 
Francisco and Red Bluff. He was a 
native of Santiago, Cuba, and was 76 
years old. He went to Sacramento in 
1849 on a sailing vessel, and made 
Sacramento his home continuously 
since that time. 

Following an operation for appen¬ 
dicitis, Fred W. Hadley, one of the 
best-known stock brokers in San Fran¬ 
cisco, died Sunday night at St. Luke’s 
Hospital. Hadley had been ailing for 
some time past and it was decided 
upon by the surgeons Saturday that an 
operation was necessary. The aged 
broker never recovered from the ef¬ 
fects of the knife and passed away late 
Sunday evening. Hadley was a promi¬ 
nent figure during the days of the 
Comstock boom and acted as a confi 
dential secretary for many well-known 
stock manipulators.

The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session at Redwood City 
last Tuesday. 

The county officials presented their 
usual monthly reports which were ac¬ 
cepted. The treasurer’s report shows 
there was cash on hand August *31st 
$358,498.52. 

Attorney Jas.T. O’Keefe presented a 
petition signed by residents of Menlo 
Park asking the hoard to form a light¬ 
ing district for that locality. A reso¬ 
lution was adopted calling for a special 
election for September 27th. 

At the request of the state agricul- 
lural society, H. O. Heiner was ap¬ 
pointed statistician to compile a sched¬ 
ule of the products and resources of 
San Mateo county, at an expense not 
to exceed $200. 

Attorney Geo. C. Ross appeared be¬ 
fore the board and asked that the re¬ 
corder’s office be given additional help 
in order that the work that is behind 
can he brought up to date. Tire busi¬ 
ness of the office is increasing rapidly 
and provision should he made to take 
care of it. The clerk’s office also needs 
additional help. 

Chairman McEvoy agreed vvitli Mr. 
Ross, and stated that while the board 
could not legally authorize the addi¬ 
tional help, lie believed the matter 
important enough to order additional 
help anyway and thought that under 
the circumstances the tax-payers of the 
county would he satisfied. 

During the past five years the re¬ 
corder has paid into the county treas¬ 
ury over $47,882, or more than $30,000 
in excess of his salary lor the same 
period. 

A resolution authorizing Recorder 
Johnson to employ three additional 
copyists was presented and unanim¬ 
ously adopted.

Nttional Guard Squad Race Is First 
of a Series 

A squad of eight men from Company 
G of Alameda, Fifth regiment of infan¬ 
try of the National Guard of Cali¬ 
fornia, won the squad race between 
organizations of the first battalion of 
the regiment at Oakland, going over 
the course of 20.03 miles in four hours 
and twenty-two minutes. A squad from 
Company F of Oakland finished sec¬ 
ond, making the course in four hours 
and forty-nine minutes. Two other 
squads took part in the contest, but 
as a number of individuals dropped 
out they were not counted as finishing. 

Each man of the competing organi¬ 
zations was equipped in full marching 
order for infantrymen, carrying his 
rifle, blanket roll, with shelter tent 
and poncho; haversack, canteen and 
bayonet.

CRIMES Joseph Lafferty, 40

Herbert Shepard, cousin of Jack 
London, the well-known author and So¬ 
cialist, is lying at his rooming-house 
in Sparks, Nev., in a serious condition 
as the result of a runaway during the 
Labor day celebration. Shepard was 
one of the entrants in a saddle-horse 
race. His horse became unmanageable 
and ran for a distance of two 'miles. 
The young man was thrown and in¬ 
jured internally. 

The Gila Valley Bank at Morenci, 
Ariz., was held up Tuesday by a 
masked man, who covered the cashier 
and his assistant with a gun and se¬ 
cured $2500. It is reported that the 
robber is surrounded by officers. 

To escape burning to death Edward 
Campbell, engineer of a launch, 
jumped into the Sacramento river a 
mile below Isleton, Sacramento county, 
at 2 o’clock Monday morning, and 
drowned, being unable to swim. Tai- 
ford Blanks, who was at the wheel, 
ran the burning launch ashore and ex¬ 
tinguished the fire. The, body of 
Campbell was not recovered. 

While sitting on the Santa Fe track, 
evidently asleep, Fred F. Bye, a paint¬ 
er and paperhanger of National City, 
was killed by a Santa Fe train at San 
Diego Sunday. Life was extinct when 
the body was picked up. 


HUNTINGTON SELLS INTERESTS 


Southern California Magnate Will Re¬ 
tire in January. • 

Henry E. Huntington of Los Angeles 
will retire January 1st. He will trans¬ 
fer all his interests at kedondo to 
the Southern Pacific Railway, which, 
already controls the Pacific Electric 
and Los Angeles Pacific railways, 
while Howard Huntington will be giv¬ 
en the Los Angeles Railway and tho 
controlling interest in the Pacific 
Light and Power Company, which sup¬ 
plies the power for most of the elec¬ 
tric lines in Southern California. 

There is much discussion at IJedon- 
do as to the reason for the Southern 
Pacific enteimg that port. At present 
the Santa Fe is the only steam road 
going there. The Southern Pacific will 
acquire the Los Angeles and Redondo 
Railway, the Redondo Water Company 
and the Redondo Improvement Com¬ 
pany. It is asserted that as Los An¬ 
geles has secured control of San Pedro 
harbor the Southern Pacific will build 
up Redondo and will shift its inter¬ 
ests there from San Pedro. 

The place has been built up,almost 
entirely through the efforts of Henry 
Huntington, who expended millions 
not only in utilities, but in amusement 
features. The Southern Pacific will 
probably dispose of the latter and di¬ 
rect its attention to making a port 
which will come into prominence with 
the commerce that follows upon the 
completion of the Panama canal.
